OLDFIELD (Nev.) May 6.—[({Ex-. 
clusive Dispatch.] On the recon- 
vening of court in Goldfield this 
morning, when the first session of the 
trial of Preston and Smith, accused 
murderers of Silva, was to have been 
held since the removal of the téounty 
seat hither from Hawthorne, Judge 
Frank Langdon was confronted with 
an anonymous communication, threat- 
ening his life and the lives of others 
in the event of his sentencing the ac- 
cused to death or life imprisonment. 
The defendants are the Industrial 
Workers of the World agitators, one of 
whom shot Silva, a member of an op- 
posing unton, and the other being ac- 
cused as an accessory to the crime. 
The letter to the court reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Judge Frank Langdon, dear judge: 
There are 2 of us boys now being 
tried in your court and I want to tell 
you now that if you hang them or 
send up for life you will die for it. 
You will be killed like a dog. Beware 
of poison for every man of ours you 
kill or send’ to the penitentiary, we 
will kill one of you for every hair in 
the man’s head of ours you kill, Jack 
Davis, Claiborne Bliss Wingfield and a 
lot more. The traitor of a —— -—— 
Claiborne we will get him soon. Take 
warning all, death.” . 

HAS MANY WARNINGS. 

Jack Davis is a prominent mining 
man who has been outspoken in his 
opposition to the 1.W.W. from the first 
and has been repeatedly warned at the 
‘peril of his life to fiee the camp. Clai- 
borne and Bliss were witnesses for the 
prosecution at Hawthorne. Claiborne 
is a member of the LW.W. who told 
of the alleged conspiracy among that 
organization's leaders to slay Wingfield, 
Davis, Silva, the only victim, 
others. It was upon the strength of his 
testimony that eight other agitators 
besides Preston and Smith were in- 
dicted and are: now ‘held for trial for 
the murder of Silva.

NEW YORK, May 6.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] After risking his life on a 
hundred battlefields, Maj.-Gen. Henry 
Renalds Douglas Maclver, a soldier of 
fortune, who fought under _ eighteen 
flags, died in his room in Nov 2008 West 
Twenty-second street, early this morn- 
ing. He died from heart trouble. 

Gen. Maclver was well. known in 
New York, where he had lived for 
several years. He spent much of his 
time in the Hoffman House and* could 
often be seen walking in Fifth avenue 
on bright days or in the evening in one 
of the restaurants in University Place, 
talking over the past with other men 
who also have lived by the sword. 

He had sold his sword many times 
to Kings, Presidents and pretenders, 
he died in poverty. Only forty-seven 
cents in cash was found in his room. 

Fighting for the sheer love of it, 
whenever there was war or a rumor 
of wariin any part of the world he 
would s for the front. He would 
organize a foreign legion and in that 
way win a commission.

PROPRIETY IS DEMANDED. | 

A man who is active in the manage- 
ment of the steel corporation and who 
is known to reflect the views of at 
least some of the most confidential of 
the directors of that company made 
this comment today on what is ex- 
pected) of the head of the steel cor- 
poration: 3 

“When a man occupies a position as 
prominent as that of president of a 
great corporation like the steel cor- 
poration or the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
or any similar semi-public position, he 
is expected’ to observe the ordinary 
forms of propriety. 

“What may be said to be purely per- 
sonal affairs in .the case of a less con- 
spicuous man cannot be so considered 
in the case of men holding positions 
of prominence. They are required, 
just as public officials are required, to 
observe in their personal conduct the 
Standards set by the community at 
large. 

“One former president of the Steel 
Corporation, Mr. Schwab, acted very 
much as if he thought the affairs of 
the stecl corporation were his own 
affairs, with the result that he left 
the service of the company. Any man 
who fills such a position and disre- 
gards the ordinary standards of pro- 
priety is sure, sooner or later, to find 
his position too uncomfortable to stay 


_It is-not known hew many of the 4di- 
rectors of the steel corporation are in- 
clined to take this view of Mr. Corey's 
relations to the company. Mr. Corey's 
salary as president is said to be $100,- 
000 a year. ' 

PAIR ARE RETICENT. 

Both Miss Gilman and Mr. Corey re- 
fused tonight to see reporters. They 
declined to receive a note of Inquiry 
asking them where the marriage is to 
be held. At the Hotel Gotham, where 
Miss Gilman is stopping with her 
mother, the management said that 
Miss Gilman had left strict orders that 
she was to receive no communications 
from reporters. The management of 
Sherry’s, where Mr. Corey has apart- 
ments, made a similar statement on 
Mr. behalf.

HE SAYS REPORT OF SHORTAGE 
HIDES PURPOSE. | 


Secretary of Agriculture Reviews 
Present Condition of Cereal Fields 
and Asserts That Allowing for 
Backward Season All Staples Ex- 
cept in Manitoba Are in Fair Con- 
dition. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


CHICAGO, May 6.—The reports of 
damage te the crops which have been 
so numerous of late owing to the unr- 
seasonable weather and the ravages of 
bugs, have been eatly exaggerated, 
according to James‘ Wilson, Secretary 
of Agriculture, who is in Chicago te- 
night. 

‘Spring seeding is a little back- 
ward,” he said, ‘‘on account of the’ 
cold weather; but there is plenty of 
time between now and the last of Sep- 
tember to grow a crop of all kinds of 
grain. In Minnesota and the Dakotas, 
where we get most of our spring wheat, 
seeding has been delayed about two 
weeks, and with a few days of warr. 
sunshine planting will begin. The 
weather has been unseasonably cold 
in some districts, but it has. not been 
severe enough to retard plowing, and 
my advices are that the ground in 
these States has nearly all been made 
ready to receive the seed. We will 
have warm weather in a few days now, 
and I don’t see what is to prevent 2 
normal crop of spring wheat in thess 
States. 

“As regards the Canadian Northwest, 
the claims being made that this year’s 
harvest will be _ seriously diminished 
may have some foundation. Accord- 
ing to what I consider authentic ad- 
vices from that section, the sweather 
has been so cold that plowing has been 
alrnost inipossible. In past years the 
Canadian farmer has generally left 
his plowing for the spring, and this 
year he finds himself in a bad predicx- 
ment. In a normal year seeding woul¢4 
be about finished in Manitoba and ad. 
joining provinces, but I am told that 
today the farmers there have not got 
ten the ground ready for receiving the 
seed. However, such a condition in 
the Canadian Northwest won't make a 
great deal of difference when this 
year’s crop is harvested. The Cana- 
dian farmer grows but a‘small pro- 
portion of the total crop of wheat, and 


noticed when harvesting throughout 
the world has been completed. 

“In the Southwest there have been 
numerous reports for the past three 
weeks of damage being wrouglit by 
green bugs. These reports of damage 
to the winter wheat have been grossly 
exaggerated. I am in a position where 
I get as good information as anybody 
regarding the growing crop. While I 
have had many reports about the 
green bug, the damage wrought by 
these insects has been local in every 
instance and there has not been any 
general attack by this pest, as some 
people are endeavoring to make it a 
pear. From ma of t 
Southwest, where much of our win- 
ter wheat its grown, the advices at 
hand lead me to believe that that dis- 
trict will have its usual crep this year. 
This applies to oats and corn as well 
as wheat. crops as a whole may 
be delayed somewhat in ripening, but 
not enough to cause any apprehension. 
Corn wl! suffer most, as plowing for 
this crop has, been delayed consider- 
see no cause for apprehen- 


‘There Is considerable grain gtowing 
between Washington and Chicago, and 
from my personal observation of this 
part of the United States, I can state 
without any reservation, that I never 
in my life saw brighter prospects than 
those of the present. Taken as a whole 
see no cause for complaint and I 
think it will be found by threshing 
time that all this cry of crop 

has been made for a purpose.”

ST. PETERSBURG, May 6.—The 
Foreign Office today applied to the 
War Office for information as to what 
grounds, if any, there were for the re- 
ported Japanese protests against the 
non-withdrawal of the Russian troops 
from Korea,:and if the troops remain 
there, the reason for it. 

The officials profess to have no 
knowledge of the presence of the Rus- 
sian troops in Korea and say they 
supposed practically all the post-bel- 
lum controversies would be settled by | 
the negotiations. now approaching | 
completion, one of the few outstanding 
points being the navigation of the 
Sungari Rtver, which Russia still in- 
sists Should remain a prerogative of 
Russia and China only. 

The principal feature of the fisher- 
fes agreement between Russia and 
Japan, the protocol of which was 
signed at St. Petersburg May 4, com- 
prises the question of fishing rights in 
the rivers and iniets of the Siberian 
coast, which Japan maintained were 
guaranteed by the implied agreement 
preliminary to the Portsmouth dis- 
cusston. 

‘The Russians contended that the 
treaty feferreqd only to the open sea 
fishing. The convention divides the 
rivers and inlets into two categories; 
fone specifically where fishing al- 
lowed, and the other where fishing is 


It is anticipated here that the signa- 
ture to the various conventions will 
be sicnhialized by the elevation of the 
legations at Tokio and St. Petersburg 
to the rank of embassies. The earlier 
Japanése overtures on this subject 
failed, but the bitterness of defeat has 
abated in Russia and if Japan pro- 
motes Dr. Motono, Japanese Minister 
Petersburg, for the success of 
his negotiations, Russia will probably 
follow suit.

The headline applies to San Fran- 
eisco. That city is face to face with 
aS great a crisis as ever occurred in 
her history. From the announce- 
ments coming from both sides it ap- 
pears that this is to be a fina! life- 
and-death struggle for the control of 
the city’s industries. The question is 
a simple one and by no means new. 
It is just this: Shall the men who 
have shown their ability to manage 
industrial affairs and who have put 
the earnings, savings and energies of 
their lifetime fnto various industrial 
plants, control these according to 
their own judgment and manage them 
as they think best, or shall their em- 
ployés, men who have never shown 
any ability above that of performing 
a day's work under someone elise’s 
direction, and who have never saved 
a dollar in their lives and therefore 
have no pecuniary interest in these 
industrial plants, be allowed to dis 
rupt them? 

The issue is made. The business 
men of San Francisco have hereto- 
fore shown, without speaking tod 
harshly about them, abject cowardice 
in these quarrels between capital and 
labor which have been perennial in 
that city. Intent upon getting the 
best terms easily obtainable from the 
labor union dictators, they have sac- 
rificed principles to nickels and the 
future, with all its great possibilities, 
to the instant present with its 
smalier interests. ‘ 

As the dispatches in Monday morn- 
ing’s papers state, fhey at length find 
themselves driven. to the wall. It is 
simply now a question of fight or 
die. If the labor unions, in their 
inordinate, selfish greed and utter dis- 
regard for every .consideration of jus- 
tice, triumph, it will be a case of 
good evening for San Francisco busi- 
neas interests and industries for all 
time to come.

The Bartenders’ Union precipitated 
the race-discrimination question. The 
rough-necked gentry of the Seventh 
Ward resolved several weeks ago to 
draw no more drinks for negroes. Some 
went so far as to post conspicuously 
at the entrance to their bars, “No col- 
ored persons served here,” or “No 
coons wanted.” : 

This angered: the colored sports so 
that they discussed for a time mob- 
bing one of the bars and making an 
example of the bartender and ag a 
warning to others. Finally they agreed 
to appeal to the Chief of Police. Chief 
Kern reported conditions to the Mayor 
and an attempt was made to have the 
objectionable signs removed without a 
the bar- 
tenders would not agree. As Fiesta 
time drew near, the number of signs 
multiplied. 


Yesterday morning the Mayor 4dic- 
tated the following message to the; 
Council: 


“f herewith submit for your consid- 
@ration an ordinance drawn by the 
City Attorney, the purpose of which is 
to put a stop to race discrimination 
im public places. 

“The ordinance makes tt unlawful 
for any person to display in public 
places signs that colored persons shali 
not be served. 


“Such ordinances are tn effect in 


_ @very large city in the country, and I 


fee no reason why the colored citizens 
of this city should not receive the 


treatment at the hands of the 


city government of Los Angeles as 
they do in other tities. I respectful- 
“ly urge that this ordinance is passed 
today, so that it may be in effect dur- 
ing Fiesta.” . 

Salcons that displayed the “No coons 
wanted” signs are likely to receive 
Special attention from the colored men 
during the remainder of the week. and 
ft is said the negroes may get pretty 
strong drinks.

NEW GAS ORDINANCE. 

HEATED COUNCIL COLLOQUY. 
The ghost of the gas investigatidn 
stalked through the Council chamber 
yesterday afternoon. Councilman Wren 
stirred the apparition by presenting 
requisitions for tests of gas to be used 
in forming a new gas ordinance.

FENDERS DEFENDED. 
TOO MUCH “SAFETY.” 
Attorney Lougks made a high wire 
but ineffectual effort yesterday morn- 
ing to biock the passage of an ordi- 
nance permitting fenders of street cars 
to be carried five and one-half inches 
from the top of the car rail on a 
street, the present ordinance fixes the 
maximum height at three inches. 


At the Committee of the Whole 
meeting Saturday the five and one- 


half inch limit was approved. Loucks 
saw in the recommendation an attempt 
on the part of the street car companies 
to operate cars at a dangerous rate 
of speed, caneless of life or limb of 
pedestrians. His imagination pictured 
a slab in every block as a monument 
to persons killed by cars... 

But the perverse legislators refused 
to take Loucks’ cry of warning se- 
riously. They called his attention to 
the fact that it costs no more to oper- 
ate a fender three inches from the 
track than one five and one-half inches 
from the rail. - During the last winter, 
twenty-five of the low-hung fenders 
buckled ; under cars, blocking tracks 
and causing minor accidents. 

Eight Counclimen voted for the 
amended ordinance. 

The Council! appointed itself «a 
special committee to investigate the 
use of safety fenders on sifomurban 
cars. Attorneys for the railways ar- 
gue that these safety fenders become 
a menace when a car is operated at 
a speed of sixty miles an hour. They 
will not save the life of a person 
thrown against them when a car is 
running at this high rate of speed and 
they are very likely to buckle under 
the car, throwing it into the ditch 
and maiming the passengers. 

The special committee will take a 
ride over a line of one of the suburban 
companies on May 15 to study the use 
of regulation and safety fenders. 


ONE WEEK OF GRACE. 
NO LIQUOR LEGISLATION. 

All consideration of the vexed liquor 
zone ordinance has been postponed un- 
til after Fiesta. President Pease an- 
nounced to the lebby at the opening 
of the session yesterday that consider- 
ation of the liquor zone haa been post- 
poned for one week. 

There are rumors of a compromise 
making the zone the same as the sa- 
loon zone and giving the dealers on 
the outside one year in which to come 
in out of the wet. It ts reported that 
Mayor Harper has agreed to sign such 
an ordinance. although he says open- 
ly it Is not the legislation he had hoped 
to secure.

“BLING PIG” HUNTERS FIGURE IN 
COLLISION SUIT. 

District Attorney's Deputy and 
Companion Lose Buggy Secause 
Obstinate Equine Takes Rest on 
Redondo Railway Crossing—Whisky 
ineidentally Mentioned in Case. 


The story of a disastrous search for 
“blind pigs,” in a buggy drawn by @ 
balky mare, was told in the wrong ao 
Court, yesterday, in a damage t

Stiman Alleged that while driving on
